His indictment, returned

Jury, was kept secret until Tues 
day. 


Prosecutor Earl W. Allison said 
that on one occasion Greiner cut 
the axle - mile tax assessm ent 
against a trucking firm from $35,- 
OOO to $7,800.

Keep Ohio's Door Open 


Automobile production is going to have 
an increasingly important role in Ohio’s 
economy—unless Ohio slams the door in 
the face of industry. 
That's the conclusion of an article in the 
Cincinnati Enquirer, and there's no logical 
rebuttal to challenge its correctness. 
Brady Black, Enquirer writer, reported 
that the new small cars planned by Ford 
v ill be assembled at the Lorain Assembly 
Plant, and that GM’s little car will prob­ 
ably be built at Chevrolet’s Norwood plant, 
near Cincinnati. 
He made the highly significant com­ 
ment that the plans of the automobile 
firms are contingent on Ohio retaining its 
present favorable 
“ business 
climate “ 
Legislative actions in Michigan, Illinois, 
Indiana and Ohio are being watched 
by 
the automobile industry, he commented. 
It should be added that all indusliies 
ere keeping an eye on legislative matters 
pertaining to business and to increased 
taxation- -especially in Ohio. 
Ohio has for a number of years had a 
favorable business climate, and as a result 
lias become the No. 2 industrial state in 


the nation. 
For a s t a t e to provide conditions 
are fair to business does not mean that 
d a s h y must he mollycoddled. On the con­ 
trary, industry should pay its w a y , tax a­ 
tion-wise and also in civic and c h a r i t a b l e 
endeavors. But there must also be sensible 
limitations on the weight of the financial 
burden which industry is expected to hear. 
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These sensible limitations are usually 
exceeded when visionary planners afflict­ 
ed with a severe case of “ welfare statism ’* 
gain control and launch give-away pro­ 
grams. Their usual policy is to tap indus 
try for the money needed to carry out 
their grandiose plans, and at. the sam e 
tune use business as a whipping boy. 
Ohio has avoided this short-sighted pol­ 
icy which, though it can be presented in 
such a m anner as to win widespread pub­ 
lic appeal, usually leads to severe finan­ 
cial, social and governmental problems. 
The result has been more plants, more 
jobs and more money, tinder the circu m ­ 
stances, the people of Ohio are fully justi­ 
fied in demanding that the sam e steady 
course be followed in the future. 
lf an upward revision in the state budg­ 
et is unavoidable the tax increases should 
he spread carefully, fairly and as sparing­ 
ly as possible. 
It’s up to the Genera! Assembly and the 
state administration to keep Ohio in the 
forefront as a state which welcomes indus 
trial 
development 
on

Cirrhosis of the liver is one of 
the ten leading causes of death in 
the United States today. And the 
num ber of fatalities from this dis­ 
ease is increasing. 
| 
Between the ages of 45 and 64. 
i the only diseases that 
kill 
more 
Americans are heart disease, c a n ­ 
cer and cerebral hem orrhage. 
Back rn 1956—the last year for 
which I have statistics — cirrhosis 
claim ed 18,000 lives. Two-thirds of 
the victims were men. 
According to one report the dis 
ease apparently is highest in the 
eastern industrial 
states 
and 
in 
California. It is lowest in the South 
and Southwest. The highest death 
rate occurs in the District of Co­ 
lumbia, the lowest rn South C aro­ 
lina 
We have known for a long time 
that alcoholism „s 
a 
contributing 
factor to cirrhosis 
of 
tha 
liver. 
More than one-iou ria of all deaths 
from this disease are reported 
to 
be associated with alcoholism. 
Since 
we 
have 
an 
estim ated 
5,015,000 alcoholics in this 
coun­ 
try, the situation might be viewed 
with alarm . 
However, 
we 
don't 
know the exact relationship 
be­ 
tween 
alcoholism 
and 
cirrhosis. 
We believe th at it is the poor n u ­ 
tritional diet most alcoholics m ain­ 
tain that causes the trouble, not the 
liquor itself. 
One doctor recently wrote in a 
medical publication 
"T here is no evidence to support 
the belief that beverage 
alcohol, 
per se, has an etiological effect on 
hepatic cirrhosis” 


Canada had an estim ated popu­ 
lation of 17,048,000 on June I, 1958. 
Montreal is the largest city with a 
population of 1,109,439 


The cirrhosis, he says, is the re­ 
sult, not of beverage alcohol, but 
of poor nutritional intake. 
In this respect, lie 
says, 
"The 
person who drinks

bottles

sweet, carbonated beverages a day 
is as likely to develop cirrhosis as 
the person who drinks a 
pint 
of 
whisky every d a y .” 
Generally, a person who drinks 
without any restraint has 
a 
diet 
that is deficient 
in 
protein 
and 
certain vitamins. 
Fortunately, we can effectively 
tre a t mild to m oderate cases 
of 
cirrhosis. But, 
unfortunately, 
the 
advanced stages still give us con­ 
siderable 
trouble. Surgery, 
how- 
\ ever, seem s to be of help even in 
late cases.
